CODDLING THE WEEDS 
WHERE CRIME GROWS 


This nation's determination to stamp out 
crime has long been celebrated in .song and 
story. It is only equaled, probably, by the 
lighthearted and carefree way in which the 
nation handles its criminals after it gets 
hold of them. 
The recent episode of the jailbreaker at 
Cleveland is a good illustration. 
Cleveland has a fine new jail—one of the 
“escape proof” type that you hear so much 
about. In it, among others, were three des­ 
perate bank robbers who had distinguished 
themselves a few months before by breaking 
out of the Missouri state prison. 
One sunny fall afternoon the wife of one of 
these desperadoes went to the jail to see her 
husband. The obliging jailers let her visit 
him in a closed room, with no guards present. 
A little while after she left he showed up 
with a couple of revolvers. With them he 
overpowered the guards, obtained the re­ 
lease of his two confreres, made his way out 
of the jail, commandeered an auto, and 
set out madly for the great open spaces. 
The flight of the Telons was a wild affair. 
Their car went zipping through crowded 
downtown streets at 60 miles an hour, or 
thereabouts. Their car hit a woman, inflict­ 
ing probably fatal injuries; it endangered 
dozens of other people, and the running gun 
battle its occupants waged with pursuing 
police had a good part of Cleveland looking 
anxiously for the cyclone cellar. In the end, 
the three jail-breakers got cleanly away. 
Now the point to all of this is that the good 
people ol (ripvela nd a few years previously 
had dug down in their pockets to build a 
substantial, iqi-to-date jail; none of your 
dilapidated crates out of which any ingenious 
crook could cut his way with a can opener. 
but a solid affair of steel and stone, equipped 
with a1! the latest improvements in the way 
of locks and so on. 
Having done this, however, the people 
elected a bumbling handshaker of a politi­ 
cian as sheriff. He took charge of the jail, 
and proved so unbelievably inept that when 
the wife of a desperate criminal visited the 
jail he failed to have his deputies search 
her, and permitted her to be closeted alone 
with her husband. 
So Cleveland’s fine new jail turned out to 
be a sieve, three badly-w anted men got away, 
and the lives of many innocent citizens were 
endangered. 
The case is worth dwelling on because it 
is more or less typical. We yell for up-to- 
date crime-fighting tools— and then entrust 
them to politicians who couldn't be trusted 
to pour stagnant water out of a boot. 
And then we wonder why we don’t make 
m on headway in our w ar against crime!

Instead of helping. 
as McCulloch said over a hundred years ago, there 
must be a reaction in commerce because of these 
artificial beliefs or laws. 
We are having this re­ 
action the last eight years.

lished in this eolmun for the past 
six years, and now widely copied 
by plagarists, are obsolete. No one 
here cares a statistical hoot any 
more about, such 
things as car 
loadings. Statistics have moved a 
long way since President Hoover 
first devised that old chart as his 
personal method for keeping track 
of business. Now. the New Deal 
by its money, spending, Price and 
labor policies, has changed the em­ 
phasis to income. That is the main 
factor guiding the formulation of 
their policies. 
To keep track of it each month, 
there 
is a new chart 
available, 
which should furnish a better basis 
for business and government ex­ 
pectations.

This month the new chart shows: 
The cost of living, 
which has 
been rising for years, has recently 
leveled off at a six year top. 
Prices apparently found a ceil­ 
ing last April and have bern eas­ 
ing slightly.

Farm income ran up for a while 
but has been off slightly tile past 
three months.
